Mental images of the big game animals and 
exotic birds of East Africa inspire us as 
adults just as they awakened feelings of 
wonder in us as children. Remember when 
you were first exposed to such unexpected 
creatures as elephants, giraffes, lions, 
hyenas, ostriches, and secretary birds? In 
Africa, reality outstrips even our most vivid 
imaginings. 

Join naturalist, Walt Anderson, on a visual 
trip to the grand landscapes and magnificent 
wildlife of Kenya. You will see the Great Rift 
Valley’s Lake Bogoria with its acres of pink 
flamingos; you will climb Mount Kenya from 
the forest through mysterious bamboos to 
the Afroalpine moorlands; you will cross the 
waving grasslands of Masai Mara, moving 
with wildebeasts, zebras and Thomson’s 
gazelles; and you will marvel at the brilliance 
of kingfishers and other birds in the wildlife 
parks. 


Walt Anderson is known to many Academy 
members, who have heard him speak on or 
who have accompanied him into the Sutter 
Buttes, ‘“California’s Mystery Mountains.” 
Others know him as the leader of an 
Academy Grey Whale expedition, as a 
wildlife artist, and as a photographer.

with Amy Meyer, Co-Chairman, People for a 
Golden Gate National Recreation Area 
Rolling hills, small coves, sandy beaches, 
rocky coast cliffs, forested ridges, redwood 
valleys, and expanses of wild and open ter- 
rain are all within easy reach of bay area 
residents. These natural attractions are all 
part of the Golden Gate National Recreation 
Area (GGNRA) which is administered by the 
National Park Service, U.S. Department of 
the Interior. GGNRA protects the land and 
preserves its history, and represents an ef- 
fort to put parks where people live and work. 
As urban growth continues, as gasoline 
prices rise, and as living density increases, 
the park more than ever will be needed by 
people as a source of relaxation and beauty. 
To learn more about the Golden Gate Na- 
tional Recreation Area and how it was 
created, join Amy Meyer, Secretary of the 
GGNRA Citizens Advisory Commission. In 
her slide/lecture Amy will cover how a park 
proposal is prepared and presented to

The World 
Darwin 
Never Saw 


with Drs. Sylvia Earle 
and John McCosker 
in the 

Morrison Auditorium 
Wednesday, June 3

The mere mention of Charles Darwin or 
the Galapagos Islands reminds most 
naturalists of large lumbering tortoises, 
beaver-tail cactus trees, and desert isles 
with little brown birds whose oddly 
shaped bills were germinal stimuli for the 
Origin of Species by Means of Natural Selec- 
tion. Had Darwin been able to snorkle or 
scuba dive during the historic voyage of 
the Beagle he probably would have been 
as impressed by his observations below 
water that demonstrated the theory that 
migrants to a desolate location would 
mutate, adapt, be acted upon by natural 
selection, and become a separate life form. 
The Galapagos Islands are unique because 
they are separated by deep water from the 
South American continent and bathed by 
tropical currents and the cold Humboldt 
current. 


Drs. Sylvia Earle and John McCosker, 
Academy scientists, who have studied the 
Galapagos seascape and its unique aquatic 
residents, will explain how penguins coex- 
ist with tropical sharks,and lush algae 
beds live beneath coral reefs, and describe 
upcoming research programs which will 
take them in submersibles to depths of 
2,000 feet or more.

HELP US MEET THE CHALLENGE! 


Many Academy members may not know that 
only the Steinhart Aquarium is supported by 
money from the City of San Francisco; the 
rest of the California Academy of Sciences, 
including all the permanent and temporary 
exhibits you have enjoyed in the past are 
paid for and maintained with money from ad- 
missions and from private sources including 
foundations, membership dues, and dona- 
tions from friends and benefactors of the 
museum. 

Like any wise family, the Academy has a Sav- 
ings account, called an “Endowment,” which 
pays interest each year upon which we 
depend to keep the museum open and active 
7 days a week. 

At the end of 1979, in order to increase the 
Endowment, the Academy was awarded a 
$400,000 Challenge Grant from the National 
Endowment for the Arts in Washington D.C. 
The Academy was given three years to 
match this sum on a three to one basis. In 
other words, we must raise $1.2 million 
dollars to receive the $400,000 from the NEA 
Challenge Grant. 

Our calculations are that if every member 
contributed $30 or more, the Academy would 
achieve this goal. You may have already 
received a letter about the Challenge Grant 
which was mailed to each member, but if you 
have not responded please take time to do 
so today. Your contribution in whatever 
amount is essential to maintain the high 
standards of the California Academy of 
Sciences and is, of course, tax deductible to 
the extent permitted by law.
